Very fasclnntlng are the nnsolvod 


probleuil of • metallurgy which were 
discussed at a recent meetlug of an 
Institution of civl! engineers. 


There Is a common carbon steel 


which, when heated to 725 degrees 
centigrade and quenched in brine 
bends on becoming cold. 43 degrees, 
and possesses the hardness number 
228 on the Brlonell scale. If heated 
only ten degrees higher, to 736 degrees, 
and then quenched and cooled. It 
bends only 1% de-frees and Its hard- 
ness becomes C12. Finally, when the 
heat 1» increased another 5 degrees, 
to 740 degrees, tte effect is that the 
steel will not bend at all and its hard- 
ness number rises to 713.

All these results are produced by « 


rango ot temperature less than thnt 
experienced by .the air on an ordinary 
spring day. There is a steel conyiln- 
Ing 20 per cent ot nickel which is al- 
most non-magnetic and has a tenacity 
of 40 tons per square inch 
If Im- 


mersed In liquid air It becomes strong- 
ly magnetic and its tenacity rises to 
115 tons. Then, after returning to or- 
dinary temperature, It retains a te- 
nacity of 115 tons.
